Pickets Protest ‘Iron Curtain’ Showing 

NEW YORK, May 11—(4)—Fist fights broke out Tuesday night 
between pickets protesting the showing of the movie, “The Iron 
Curtain,” and Catholic war veterans who set up a counter picket 
line. 

Police said the clash occurred shortly after 11 p. m. in front of 
the Roxy Theater, where the Twentieth Century-Fox film opens 
Wednesday. 

Placard-carrying pickets began marching in front of the theater 
about 11 p. m., police said. They identified themselves as members 
of the New York Committee Against War Propaganda. 

Police said the Catholic veterans had been waiting in the area 
since about 7 p. m. 

When the nickets appeared they established their own picket 
line and fights ensued. 


Civilians Flee Red-Menaced Chinese Port 
NANKING, May 11-——(4)—Civilians were reported fleeing by sea 
from Chefoo Tuesday as heavy fighting raged in the outskirts of 
that last port held by the government on the north coast of Shan- 
tung Province. 
Chinese press dispatches said the heaviest fighting was at 
Fushan, or Lucky Hill, three miles west of the city proper. 


Chinese Naval headquarters said its ships still were using Chefoo 
Harbor. The newspaper Hsin Min Pao reported the ships were 
being used to evacuate families of government officials and other 
eivilians. 

Only scattered clashes were reported elsewhere in China. There 
was no additional news from Manchuria, where Red columns last 
were reported moving toward Mukden.

24 Guerrilla Supporters Executed in Greece 

ATHENS, Greece, May 11— (UP) — Twenty-four convicted 
guerrilla supporters were executed by firing squads Tuesday, in- 
creasing total political executions since May Day to almost 250, 
the Athens press reported. 

Other dispatches reported that two government planes had been 
shot down by guerrillas, anti-aircraft batteries in Western Mace- 
donia, near the Albanian border. Troops were reportedly battling a 
force of 1,500 guerrillas in North Central Greece. 


Bomb Parcel Delivered to Lady Barker 


LONDON, May 11—(UP)—A parcel containing a bomb was de- 
livered Tuesday to Lady Barker, wife of Gen. Sir Evelyn Barker, 
former Palestine Army commander. 

Scotland Yard officials investigated after Lady Barker noticed 
wires sticking through the paper wrapping. Barker was in London 
when the package arrived at his Surrey home. 

He commanded British troops in Palestine in 1946 and returned 
te Britain last year. Since that time he has received several death 
threats and one small bomb, which arrived in a parcel posted from 
Mealy.

Soviet Rejection 
01 U. 5. Warning 
s Tops Amity Talk

The United States has served Russia with a list of the re- 
quirements for friendship between the two countries and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov has rejected them. 

That fact completely overshadows the little diplomatic pleas- 
antries of the latest exchange 01 views which, at first glance, see 
to offer some hope of a negotiated peace in the cold war. 


The State Department and President Truman have made it 
clear that Ambassador Smith gave the Russians no: encouragement 
on immediate negotiations, and that the American statement was 
a warning, not an invitation. 


Russia was toid that the coups staged by her fifth columns in 
neighboring countries were bars to friendship. Molotov called it 
consolidation of relations in the area and said he intended to keep 
it up with “neighboring and other countries.” 


As for his opposition to the Marshall Plan, Molotov fell back 
on his time-worn device of crying “You’re another,” citing recent 
U. S. restrictions on trade with the Soviet. 

There is no suggestion, either in the message to Moscow or the 
clarifying State Department anc White House comments, that the 
United States has any intention of compromising any of the prin- 
ciples upon which her foreign policy has been based for more 
than a year. 

If Russia wants to discuss what she can do to appease the 
world-wide sentiment which is being built up against. her the United 
States will be glad to talk it over. 

Ambassador Smith made that clear. But it must be Russia 
coming as a repentant convert, not as an imperialist power seeking 
to bargain over the lands and liberties of small nations.

Word that the Soviet Union is willing 
to sit down and talk with the United 
States about mutual problems is good 
news. 

Nothing is ever lost by talking and 
seeking agreements. 

The Soviet Union, is not ready to fight 
a war. Nor are we. Neither people want 
a war. 

So, we hail the development with de- 
Rent 

After all, this country did not come 
out of the war with fear and dislike of 
the Soviet Union. We were hopeful of 
mutual co-operation. There was even a 
friendly pride in the courage of the Soviet 
armies. 

The present state of suspicion and fear 
grew out of more than two years of in- 
ability to negotiate; out of a breaking of 
the Yalta pledges; out of a persistent and 
unfriendly attitude by Russia in the United 
Nations and out of it. , 

The suspicion will exist that the Rus- 
sian change of policy stems from the suc- 
eess of the Marshall Plan in the prelimi- 
naries in Italy. 

But, whatever the suspicions, it is high- 
ly important and greatly desirable that 
we sit down and talk frankly, making it 
clear that while we are not interested in 

“appeasement, we are not bent on war. 

We were not surprised to find the edi- 
torial telephones jingling with calls from 
the old Kipling fans, urging us, and the 
nation, to read “The Truce of the Bear.”

And we urge that the 
prayers of the nation go toward this meet- 
ing with the Soviets, which comes sud- 
denly out of tensions which seemingly 
permitted no discussion. It is a God-sent 
opportunity. The door to peace is not 
slammed shut and locked. The United 
Nations remains the essential agency for 
peace.

These wage increases were granted 
from top to bottom. It was the same for . 
red caps and for the top engineers. This 
goes against human nature. The unions 
want any increase scaled to compensate 
for skills and more important work. Other 
rule changes, involving not merely vaca- 
tions but new schedules of payment for 
yard work, are but a part of them. It 
does seem that in all this mass of rules 
and conflicts between unions, the real 
need is for an over-all reorganization of 
the entire rule fabric. 

With the threat of a strike now remov- 
ed for at least some weeks, the public will 
all the more expect a fair agreement and 
return of the rails to their owners.

There is quite a bit of difference between 
Democrat Peters and Democrat Rabun. Peters 
is against President Truman’s Civil Rights pro- 
gram, but he wants to fight it out within the 
Democratic Party and try to hold the Democratic: 
National Party more conservative. Rabun is 
very liberal, but he feels he ¢an do more good-by 
trying to liberalize Georgia’s Democratic Party 
than by running as something other than a 
Democrat in this one-party State. 

Coming from the solidly Democratic South 
and from a State that doesn’t vote against Demo- 
cratic presidential nominees, Peters will have 
little influence in the Democratic National Cén- 
vention. With the lines drawn for a two-man 
battle between Acting Gov. Thompson and Her- 
man Talmadge for the governorship, Rabun will 
have relatively little power in the Democratic 
primary. But Peters and Rabun both figured 
their influence within the Democratic Party 
would be more beneficial than it would leaping 
into another party. 


THE MINIMUM Foundation Program, which 
will be discussed Wednesday in a precedent- 
breaking joint meeting of the Board of Regents 
and Board of Education, is coming to be known 
simply as a plan to raise teachers’ salaries. Its 
most important provision raises the teachens’ pay 
from $1,691 to $2,400 annually. This is designed 
to keep Georgia teachers in Georgia and to en- 
courage more people to teach school in this State 
where the teacher shortage is becoming more 
acute. 

The program ‘does much more than give the 
teacher a little more money, however. It im- 
proves school transportation facilities, and it 
improves school buildings and equipment. 

The program proposes a plan which will 
over a short period of years replace the 20 per- 
cent of busses now in use and declared unsafe; 
add additional busses to eliminate many of the 


1,900 second and third trips now being made. 

For buildings, the program provides for 
State aid in the amount of $200 annually per 
State-allotted teacher—for instance, a school sys- 
tem with 100 State-allotted teachers would re- 
ceive $20,000 annually to be used in erecting 
and equipping school buildings or school build- 
ing additions. The State does not now provide 
any funds for school buildings. 

The Minimum Foundation Program is recom- 
mended by a Legislative Committee set up by 
the 1946 General Assembly. The Board of Re- 
gents and the Board of Education will discuss 
plans to get the 1949 Legislature to adopt this 
program. 


In a nutshell, this is what the program 
would provide for évery person attending pub- 
lic schools in Georgia: A competent teacher, a 
decent classroom, safe transportation if he 
lives beyond reasonable walking distance, ade- 
quate supply of textbooks and other learning 
aids, and a minimum school year of 180 days. 
The present school program is based on a 
seven-months school law, and it has too few 
teachers, too low salaries, to retain or attract 
teachers, insufficient aid for transportation, in- 
sufficient funds for supplies, equipment and 
other operating costs, and no help for construc- 
tion of school buildings. 


Gubernatorial and legislative candidates will 
be pledging their support to doing something 
about this program. When they do, however, 
they will find it will take new money to put it 
into effect. The school people are frankly tell- 
ing the people that the program cannot he. fi- 
nanced from the present State income. The 
school people say, however, that Georgia cannot 
afford not to finance this MINIMUM program of 
schools for the children.

looked now that it has been established as a me- | 
morial to heartbreak and to horror and cruelty beyond imagination. | 


It was one of the worst of the Nazi camps, where bones were | 


broken, knife blades were driven under finger nails, beatings 
which broke bones and lacerated the flesh; water hoses thrust 
down one’s throat, and many other indignities and cruelties in- 
flicted on helpless persons. 

There are dummies there now, illustrating some of the worse 
brutalities. But, even so, it is impressive. Not as impressive as 
it was when the dead and dying were stacked about it and the gas 
furnaces gave off their odors. But, still, impressive. 

When we came out a naive gentleman said, “Well, thank God 
that couldn’t happen in our country.” 

A realistic reporter replied: “And what did Santa Claus bring 
you last Christmas?” 


There are men in any country who would do such

in the news about Rheba Crawford. The story | 


i was Of her third marriage, to some fellow in 
California. 


Once upon a time, about 30 years ago, Rheba was a reporter for 
this paper. Rather briefly. At the time I was city editor. The 
other day a friend asked if I didn’t remember her. I do. I told 
the story of her connection with this paper and said friend sug: 
gested it would make a column. So: 


Rheba was the daughter of Brigadier and Mrs. Crawford, who, 
at that time, headed. the Salvation Army in these parts. Beyond 
doubt, at 18 years of age, Rheba was the prettiest thing that ever 
wore a Salvation Army poke bonnet. (The old-style big bonnet 
did more for the looks of the gals than does the newer, smaller 
style.) 

She first attracted attention when she lead Salvation Army street 
meetings on Marietta Street. She was quite a forceful public speak- 
er, even at that age, but I believe her really remarkable good looks 
had more to do with attracting the big crowds that stood to hear 
Aer than what she had to say. 


We on The Constitution got to know her 
, when she made regular weekly visits sell- 
ing copies of The War Cry. Then she told us some of the human 
interest stories she encountered in her Salvation Army work. 
Tragic little stories, because those she encountered were usually 
tragic figures, the “down and outers.” It was suggested she might 
try writing some of these little stories, as features for the paper. 
She did and her writings were excellent. We paid her space rates 
for all we used and she turned these earnings over to the charity 
work of the Army. 

Then one day she came to us and said she wasn’t sure she be- 
lieved:in the religion she was preaching. She didn’t want to be a 
hypocrite. Yet she didn’t feel she could accept the support of her 
parents, who were themselves supported by the Army, if. she ad- 
mitted her doubts and abandoned her Army work. So, could we 
give her a job by which she could support herself and become in- 
dependent. 


* As said, her stories had been excellent, so we provided the job. 

For a few months she continued splendid work as a feature 
writer. Then, I think, she became involved in some sort of an 
affair of the heart. Her own heart. And her emotions became so 
all-absorbing she couldn’t keep her mind on her newspaper work 
and-it suffered. 

Still later she told us that her religious doubts had been re- 
solved and she was going back to the Salvation Army. 


She completed a course in a S. A, Training 
school, I think in Pennsylvania. Then joined 
the S. A. forces in New York. 

She repeated, on Broadway, the success as an exhorter she had 
known on Marietta Street. So great were the crowds that flocked 
to hear her on that famous street the police had to stop the meet- 
ings because they blocked traffic. The New York newspapers called 
her “The Angel of Broadway.”’ 

She visited Atlanta once. after that, as a professional revivalist, 
conducting meetings in the old auditorium and in the Congrega- 
tional Church on Carnegie Way. By that time she had again left 
the S. A. and was ‘married. Her husband accompanied her to 
Atlanta. 

Later again, she joined Aimee Semple McPherson in operation 
of the Temple of that famous woman preacher in Los Angeles. At 
one time she threatened to sue the McPhersons because of some dis- 
pute between them. 1 

I hadn’t heard of Rheba Crawford for years until the news of 
her third marriage. 

She was an unusual person. Ana, regardless of her successes or 
failures in the newspaper work, she was undoubtedly the prettiest 
reporter I have seen.

It would, indeed, be a healthy thing for the 
Republican Party to get a real foothold in the 
South and establish the two-party system there. 
You can get lots of Southerners to agree with 
that. To be effective and permanent, however, 
such a party division would have to be along 
economic lines—that is, a division on economic 
iseues between what we term conservatives and 
progressives. There are plenty of both in the 


South. 


But. ever since the War Between the 
States, this natural division has been con- 
fused and beclouded by the Negro issue and 
the traditional stand of the Republican Party 
and its association wtih the War Between 
the States and Reconstruction, so that the 
South har clung to the Democratic Party. 
with a single exception. 


Because ot this and other circumstances, there 
has been no incentive for those in the South 
who would normally be Republicans -and there 
are many of them—to create a real Republican 
Party there. So they accept the Democratic cus- 
tom. And it suits them and the conservative 
interests with which they are affiliated. 

For it is all right with them when Republi- 
cans are in charge of the Government. And, 
with Democrats in charge, it is generally all 
right, too, tor they are able to send plenty of 
conservatives to Congress because of the control 
they exercise through restrictions on the fran- 
chise both of Negroes and of poor whites—the 
elimination of which is a part of. the Truman 
civil rights program. 

And, when there is any real threat to their 
vested interests, as there was in the New Deal of 
President Roosevelt which his successor espouses, 
then there is always the Negro issue to fall back 
upon for exploitation. That explained the big 
interests that supported Gene Talmadge in Geor- 
gia two years ago. It explains what’s going on 
now. “White supremacy” is a conveniént cover 
and camouflage.

publicans see an opening, It is worth remem- 
bering that the only Republican success in break- 
ing into the solid South since the War Between 
the States was because of extraneous issues, not 
economic issues. In 1928, it was the religious 
and prohibition issues—embodied in the candi- 
dacy of Alfred E. Smith, a Catholic and a “wet” 
--that diverted enough Southern votes away 
from him to give Herbert Hoover four States— 
Virginia, North Carolina, Florida and Texas. 
That looked at the time like a start for a Re- 
publican Party in the South, but there was no 
firm foundation in an economic division on issues. 

Now it is the racial issue, not an economic 
issue. In their spleen, a great many Southern 
voters seem ready to rise up and vent their wrath 
in extraordinary ways, judging from the Ala- 
bama primary and the Jackson, Miss., conven- 
tion. They can have a party of théir own or, 
lacking that, they can be mad enough to go off 
and vote Republican. Harold Stassen is an at- 
tractive figure, though he stands alongside other 
Republicans and Harry Truman on civil rights. 

What is happening is very satisfying to big 
Southern interests, some of them absentee-owned, 
and encouragement is coming from that quarter. 
This, however, is not to minimize the real re- 
sentment of many other folks at President Tru- 
man. They seemingly are so aroused that they 
are willing to forget basic economic issues—such 
as, for example, the current attempt in the Re- 
publican Congress to check expansion of TVA, 
which, if successful, could set back development 
of the South for many years: and the attack 
also on the wage-hour act, passed primarily for 
unprotectec. Southern workers. 

While some Southern States might go Repub- 
lican this year, the Republican Party is not like- 
ly to establish itseif in the South on a perma- 
nent basis until the civil rights issue is finally 
settled, so that there will be a real dPvision along 
economic lines which is essential for political 
parties. A Republican administration. of course, 
could do something about the civil rights issue, 
and it would be an achievement comparable to 
its original freeing of the slaves.

He must do more than point out 
the problems and difficulties on my 
side—he must argue against world 
federation itself as a solution for war. 
The gentleman declined. He said 
there wasn’t any debate. 

Some declare, for example, that 
rational sovereignty prevents world 
federation, because no nation would 
diminish its sovereignty enough to 
join, Let us see what this can mean. 

Outside a nation’s own borders, 
there. is no such thing as national 
sovereignty — meaning inherent su- 
premacy. Within its borders, the 
nation is of course supreme among 
its subdivisions and citizens. The 
only touching of this aspect of sov- 
ereignty by limited world govern- 
ment is its power to punish national 
citizens for fomenting international 
war. In this matter, world govern- 
ment has the supremacy. Yet | 
hardly see how: this takes any su- 
premacy away from the nation, be- 
cause-so far as I know, in the matter 
of fomenting international war, no 
nation now exercises any rule at all 
over its citizens. If the nations real- 
ly want war prevented under world 
federation, the sole “sovereignty” 
they would have to renounce would 
be the power of the nation itself to 
decide to wage war. 

Others argue against a world gov- 
ernment to prevent war on the 
grounds that it would be a negative 
and repressive government, a mere 
police-state. To go a little deeper is 
to see that’ the only repression is of 
disorder, and that the law and order 
upheld by government is the neces- 
sary foundation for everything posi- 
tive in social living. 

Agiin, it is widely asserted that 
the world is not yet ready for world 
government, even of a limited sort. 
The critics on this score tell us we 
must first have lony practice in inter- 
Rational cooperation through such 
agencies as a world bank, a world 
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food authority, etc.. We need such 
agencies. But they would be no 
more capable of upholding the peace 
than the Universal Postal Union, a 
thoroughly successful example of 
world-wide codperation, has been 
able to uphold the peace since it was 
founded in 1878. You cannot main- 
tain the peace with a postman, bank- 
er, or grocer. It takes a policeman. 

Last are the critics who declare 
that human nature itself is not spir- 
itually ready, has not yet reached 
the state of perfection necessary for 
world federation. I am inclined to 
agree. Yet was human nature any 
nearer perfection in 1787, when our 
Constitution was written; will it 
be any nearer in 1987? The atomic 
bomb is not waiting for us to perfect 
human nature! 


Program for Organization 


Wir ALL its shortcomings, the 
United Nations provides the frame- 
work for the working world federa- 
tion we need. Let us see how the job 
could be done. 

The first step is for some nation to 
introduce in the General Assembly 
a motion that the United Nations 
shall call a world convention to 
draft. a world constitution. Article 
109 of the charter provides that “a 
general conference of the members 
for reviewing the present Charter” 
can be called by two thirds of the 
General Assembly and seven out of 
11 of the Security Council. That 
“conference” would be the constitu- 
tional convention —and no single 
nation can veto it. 

At that conference, “any altera- 
tion of the present Charter” can be 
recommended by two thirds of the 
nations represented. That “altera- 
tion” would be a federal constitution 
for the world—and no single nation 
can veto a line of it. 

Now comes the rub. The next step 
is to submit that constitution to the 
nations themselves for ratification. 
Again under Article 109, the “altera- 
tion” shall take effect when it has 
been ratified by two thirds of the 
nations, including all the permanent 
members of the Security Council. 
In other words, one nation can stop 
the rest from having constitutional 
government. 

Now that is neither reasonable 
nor tolerable. It is a curious fact of 
history that our 13 original states, 
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as they approached federation, were 
restrained by exactly the same rule 
of all-or-none. The Articles of Con- 
federation, under which the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1787 was 
called, said that any amendment 
adopted must be ratified by all 13 
states. How did our infant Consti- 
tution manage to come into effect 
under conditions so stringent? 

It didn’t. By a bold and wise 
stroke, the drafters of our Constitu- 
tion ignored the Articles of Confed- 
eration and wrote the provision into 
the new instrument that it should 
be established among the ratifying 
states when nine out of 13 had 
ratified. 

The delegates to a world constitu- 
tional convention would be just as 
bold, and just as wise, if they ignored 
the Charter of the United Nations 
and provided in the new instrument 
for its own ratification on more 
moderate terms. If two thirds of the 
nations can write a constitution, it 
would seem reasonable that two 
thirds of the nations could establish 
it among themselves. 

Once this federation is established 
among a reasonable proportion of 
the world’s nations, it forms an open 
and easily expansible system. For 
any nation that did not want to come 
in at first, there would always be a 
vacant chair. 


Facing the Facts 


Wuicu brings us to today’s con- 
stant question: What about Russia? 
But that isn’t the real question. 
The first question we must answer 
is this: What about the people of the 
United States? 

We ourselves are the crux of the 
problem. Do we want world federa- 
tion? Will we work for it? Will we 
lead the way? We had better know 
for sure what we will do, before we 
try guessing what somebody else 
will do. 

The Russians are realists. And the 
only way to deal with realists is to 
give them something real to chew 
on. This world has no chance of 
abiding peace until we Americans 
see to it that our Government takes 
the lead in establishing a world order 
of greater and deeper realism than 
anything the Russians have to offer. 

The Russians too are seeking an 
enlarging order, perhaps a world or- 
der. They call it “liberation,” but

the order they apparently want is an 
order of sheer Rissian rule. In one 
word: empire. But an empire. of 
force is no longer genuinely work- 
able, as the Russians themselves 
prove by the suppressive measures 
they find necessary to také among 
every people they have “liberated.” 

Federalism is not empire. Under 


"a world federation, the rule would 


be world rule, the law world law, 
arrived at by the voluntary codpera- 
tion of all the member nations. 
Which is exactly the reason for the 
much greater and more lasting work- 
ability—and hence superior realism 
—of federalism over empire. 

We Americans must lead the way 
to federalism. If our government 
spoke up firmly and’ clearly for an 
immediate world federation limited 
to the prevention of war, I am con 
vinced that a huge majority of the 
world’s nations would join us at 
once, and gladly. 

I myself believe Russia would join. 
You may believe differently. Should 
Russia delay in joining, it is entirely 
possible to create a working and alls 
but-world-wide federation out of the 
United Nations without her help. 

No one pretends that this would 
be an adequate solution. It would, 
for one thing, mean two worlds. Yet 
I wonder if two plainly defined 
worlds might not be preferable te 
the multiple, chaotic world we have 
today. At least the issue would’ be 
out in the open, And it would be a 
clear issue, instead of the myriad. of 
small, sordid issues the world now 
finds insoluble without that clarity. 
And the issue would no longer lie 
between Russia and America, on a 
plane of dog-eat-dog rivalry, bue 
between Russia with only nine per- 
cent of the world’s people on one 
side and a federation of most, or very 
possibly all, the rest. 

If we Americans really want aa 
enduring peace for the world, we 
must make this effort toward the 
only true source of public peace that 
has ever existed: justice under law 
and government. We must speak up 
for it so that our representatives will 
hear and will act. One by one, who- 
ever and wherever we are, we must 
stand up and be counted. 

The alternative is the catastrophie 
destruction of our civilization. ° 

It is better to stand up and be 
counted than be counted while laid 
out in rows.

BERMUDA (Via Colonial Air Lines)— 
| There is a tale in Bermuda that says its 
people watch their barometers and weather indicators at 
the danger season, batten down all movable objects, fasten 
their jalousie blinds and hurry inside to await life or death 
from a hurricane. 
And the hurricane, the story ends, doffs its hat, nods 
and brushés by, gentle as a zephyr.
